Fifty pears ago in 1879 , the 
first class was grad uated at the 
Palatin e high school, an d Jud ge 
Cuttin g, the speaker of the eve­ 
n in g ton ight, was then prin ci­ 
pal. Members of the class were 
Fred Hopkin s, 
Milton Higgin s, 
An n e Allard , Rob Dan iels, Syl­ 
vester Dan iels, an d 01 lie Keys. 
Of these, Milton Higgin s an d 
An n e Allard are livin g. 
The class of 1880 in clud ed five 
girls, of whom Yashti Lambert 
was on e. 
For man y years the Palatin e 
high school was the omy cen ter 
of 
higher ed ucation 
between 
Chicago an d Wood stock. Pupils 
atten d ed from Barrin gton , Ar­ 
lin gton He'ghts, DesPiain es an d 
other poin ts at some d istan ce. 
Classes have been grad uated 
every year with the exception of 
three, on ce when the course was 
ch an g ed from 
two 
years to 
three, an d on ce when from three 
vears to a full four year pro­ 
gram.
